beds until in their third year they be- 
come full grown, and have firmly at- 
tached themselves to the stones by 
rneans of "necks" which they secrete. 


At this time the diving v/omen bring 


the mollusks to the surface and they 
undergo an operation. A small seed 
pearl is introduced into the center of 
the shell. Then the oysters are re- 
planted in the bed and left alone for 
four years. 


When they are again brought to the 


surface it is found that the seed pearl 
nucleus has been covered with many 
layers of the nacre, a secretion of the 
mollusk, and the large, brilliant trans- 
lucent pearl of commerce has been 
formed. 


But the process Is not as simple aa 


It appears. During the seven years 
that the farmer must wait for his crop 
to mature a large percentage of the 
oysters die. The oyster beds are 
raided by such enemies as the octopus 
and tbg starfish. 


Occasionally tie "red current" 


sweeps over them and in a day de- 
stroys the entire crop. At all times 
the farmer must keep ins oyster bed

Institution 
Teaches 
Girls 


Domestic Service, and Finds Great 


Demand for Graduates. 


Berlin has an institution, founded 


about t-wo years ago by a woman. 
The object of the "Sister School," as 
it is called, is to tram well-educated 
girls for domestic service. The stu- 
dents are generally daughters of pro- 
fessional men, and the curriculum 
comprises cookery, housework, the 
care of children, and needlework. 
Trhen application is made for the ser- 
vices of a ''sister," the matron, or 
seme other woman connected with 
the school, calls uron the applicant, 
forms an opinion c? the "situation," 
and arranges terms. Each "sister" 
must be allowed a free afternoon 
every week, one Sunday every other 
week from four o'clock, and a fort- 
night's holiday in the 
year. Sis 


weeks' notice is required on each part. 
The salaries paid range from §7.50 
to $12.50 a month, with, cf co-crse, 
board and lodging 
Sisters wear a 


brown unifcnn, are treated as social 
equals, are not required to talie 
meals with other servants, and are ad- 
dressed as "Sister Marie."' "Sister 
Hedwig." etc. The demand for their 
services is so great that the head of 
the Sister school declares that she 
could place 500 girls a year, instead of 
50, and similar institutions are about 
to be established in other German 
towns. 


Washington.—Marriage is to be au- 


tomatically a cause for deferred class- 
ification in the draft. This was indi- 
cated by Secretary Baker, who sai'I 
he had the matter under consideration 
and that it would be decided when the 
new regulations are given out. 


New regulations are in course of 


preparation, Mr. Baker said, to govern 
classifying the millions who will regis- 
ter '.vhen the so called man power bill 
extending the age limits to eighteen 
and forty-five, inclusive, becomes law. 
Important changes affecting the ma- 
jority of families in the country will 
be made in the regulations as they 
now* exist. 


Two probable changes will affect the 


relationship which marriage automat- 
ically bears to deferred classification 
and also the present requirement 
which calls on the individual to state 
whether or not he claims deferred 
classification. There has been a gen- 
eral opinion that both these phases of 
the present draft lav,- should be recon- 
sidered by the war department, and 
the reason for change is all the more 
apparent when it comes to extending 
the age limit up to forty-five, inclu- 
sive. 


Under present regulations marriage 


does not necessarily constitute a cause 
for deferred classification. The ques- 
tion on vihich it is decided is depen- 
dency. "Will or -n ill not the families of 
the registrants suffer, not in a senti- 
mental but in a practical, financial 
way, 
tf the men are among the first 


to be called to the colors? This, it is 
explained, has been the question to 
decide, and the boards have bad the 
authority to decide it. 


In the great majority of cases the 


board's ruling is probably fair, but the 
registrant never knows until he ha^ 
been up before the board whether or 
not he is going to be placed in a de- 
ferred class or in A 1. 


With the age limits 21 to 31 this 


question of dependency concerning 
married men was easily decided in the 
majority of cases, because it is rare 
that a young man has sufficient finan- 
cial means to insure his family against 
want regardless of his future labor. 
But in extending the age limit up td 
45 a different condition is found to ex- 
ist. There are many men between 40 
nr.d 4.1 who hv their dilisr
